The Roman Em pire was 
inter- 
s'ected by roads, constructed p rin ­ 
cipally between the Second 
and 
Fourth centuries after Christ. 
These highways, notes a w riter 
in the Cleveland Plain Dealer, v a ­ 
ried from eight to fifteen feet in 
width, and w ere often 
laid 
for 
considerable 
distance 
on 
bases 
several feet thick. 
They were to 
a large extent roads of hard m a­ 
terials, 
w hatever 
the 
country 
traversed afforded, and w ere 
so 
well built that the original con­ 
struction of some of them is still 
found. 
Indeed, some 
of 
these 
highways were so durably built 
that they have sustained the tra f­ 


fic of 2,000 years w ithout great 
injury. 
Soldiers, slaves and 
crim inals 
w ere em ployed in the 
construc­ 
tion of the Roman 
roads, 
which 
were almost universally built 
in 
straight lines, without regard for 
grade, probably because the use 
of beasts of burden as the chief 
means of transport m ade the p re­ 
servation of the level on affair of 
minor importance.

SNAPSHOTS FROM THE AIR 


Whtn you My, “Wo went 'way above the clouds," why not have a 
snapshot to prove it? 
r 


HOSE who make air voyages 
without a camera miss a part of 
the thrill. You do not need an pspe 
daily designed camera to obtain 
photographs 
fr 
airplanes. 
An 
ordinary camera wtll get interesting 
pictures right through the window 
which you look through as you fly. 
tnd make you a picture story of your 
trip that no end of verbal description 
ten tell so vividly. 
Make a few snaps about the air 
Oort before boarding your 'plane and 
then, unless you have very fast shut­ 
ter speeds, wait before you shoot 
again till you are up at least 1,000 
teet. Naturally the higher the 'plane 
• traveling the less rapidly will the 
Mirth slip by and snapshots showing 
(he land can be made more easily. 
The most interesting view's are taken 
when there are definite contrasts in 
the landscape, as when flying over 
akes, rivers and towns. 
If your camera Is of the focusing 
type, set it at the ‘'infinity" mark, 
ind, on a clear, brilliant day, stop 
122 should produce good negatives 
it a reasonably rapid shutter speed. 
When the sun'is not so bright, stop 
16 will yield satisfactory results. 
The fastest shutter speed should be 
•mployed with the average camera; 
this will be 1/60 or 1/100 of a second. 
With faster shutter speeds pictures 
from airplanes can be made at less 
than the 1,000 foot height. With sin* 
tie lens folding cameras and those of 
the box type, the second or smaller 
diaphragm stop should be used. f?ur* 
pritingly good pictures can be made 


with box cameras on a clear day at 
1.500 to 2,000 feet. 
If you are fortunate enough to be 
flying on a brilliant day when there 
are groups of those light, cottony, 
cumulus clouds, aud are gliding 
along well above thorn, make snap­ 
shots whon you pass over rifts 
through which the landscape can be 
seen. To include a wheel of the 
‘plane, as in the picture above, adds 
realism and enhances the feeling of 
height. It identifies the picture at 
once as having been made from the 
air. 
Aloft, as on the ground, a color fll» 
ter helps in bringing out clouds and 
details in the distant landscape. 
Larger stop openings will then be 
required—the size of the opening de­ 
pending upon the depth of the color 
of the filter. 
Yes, you can take pictures through 
the glass in the windows all right. It 
is especially clear, safety glass, and 
on commercial planes is kept clean; 
but don’t rest your camera on the 
window ledge or any part of the 
’plane, since even slight vibration 
will affect the sharpness of the pic­ 
tures. Also, don’t shoot across the 
rear of the conical housing of the 
side motors, as the heat waves may 
register on the film and blur the pic­ 
ture. 
And don't forget to take plenty of 
film because there la nothing so pro­ 
voking as to find yourself out of am­ 
munition and helpless as some unex 
pectedly Interesting picture goes slip 
ping by beneath you.

Wo had often tnlked of taking a 
float trip but it never becam e a 
reality until July 7, 1936, when,

Cracks and crevices may be seal­ 
ed with paper. 
The carbon bisulphide, which is 
a pungent, yellowish liquid, may

on top of the grain.

feet deep it probably will be best

The Roman Em pire was

sected by roads, constructed p rin ­ 
cipally between the Second 
and 
Fourth centuries after Christ. 
These highways, notes a w riter 
in the Cleveland Plain Dealer, v a ­ 
ried from eight to fifteen feet in 
width, and w ere often 
laid 
for 
considerable 
distance 
on 
bases 
several feet thick. 
They were to 
a large extent roads of hard m a­ 
terials,

well built that the original con­ 
struction of some of them is still 
found.
